When  St.  Hilda's  opened  in  1905  it  had  20 
day  students  and  20  boarders,  all  girls.  It 
was  located  on  8th  Street  and  12lh  Avenue,  in 
Calgary.  Under  the  direction  on  Mrs.  Gerrii 
Smith  of  Toronto  the  school  trained  yo 
women  in  fine  arts  and  higher  educatioi 
Mrs.  Laura  Shibly  became  head  in  1912.  I 
1949  the  school  closed.

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Lord  Strathcona,  born  Donald  Alexan 
cler  Smith  in  1820,  led  a  long  and  excit- 
ing life.  He  started  life  as  a  rather  poor  boy 
in  Scotland,  but  he  always  tried  his  hardest 
at  everything  he  did  and  that  quality  i 
what  made  him  the  great  man  he  became 
Smith  began  his  career  counting  furs  fo 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and  workec 
his  way  up  to  chief  commissioner  for  the 
wrhole  of  Canada.  He  was  one  of  the  major 
contributors  to  the  settlement  of  the  Rie 
Rebellion.  From  his  many  prominent  rol 
in  Canadian  government,  to  being  one 
the  founders  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
road, he  was  always  working  hard  until  his 
death  in  1914,  at  the  age  of  ninety-six. 

In  1929  a  large  group  of  parents  decided 
to  start  a  school  for  boys,  but  they  had  on 
problem:  they  needed  a  name.  They  end 
up  calling  it  Strathcona  School  for  Bo 
after  Lord  Strathcona.  They  chose  this  nan 
because  he  was  a  perfect  image  of  what  the; 
wanted  boys  at  their  school  to  be  like.  Hi 
worked  hard,  was  very  successful  and  gei 
erous,  and  overcame  whatever  was  trou 
bling  him.  He  was  a  perfect  role  model 
young  boys.  "If  he  himself  had  met  th: 
witches,  or  three  hundred,  he  would  ha 
snapped  his  fingers  at  them."1

TWeedsmuir:  An  Academic  School  for 
Girls  was  founded  in  1959,  arising  out  of 
renewed  demand  for  private  education.  TGS 
attracted  several  of  St.  Hilda's  former  board 
members  and  financial  backers,  who  rented 
a  building  at  3034  Elbow  Drive  S.W.  The 
headmistress  was  Ingeburg  Aitkin.  In  1962 
Winifred  Witherspoon  took  Mrs.  Aitkin's 
place,  as  the  school  moved  to  3636-7th  Street 
S.W.  1965  saw  Margaret  McWilliam  as  head. 
TGS  was  named  for  Canada's  eleventh  Gov- 
ernor-General, John  Buchan,  Baron  Tweeds- 
muir  of  Elsfield  (1875-1940).

Strathcona  School  for  Boys  was  founded 
in  1929  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence 
Taylor.  They  first  taught  in  the  Central 
Park  Library  and  later  moved  to  221 1  Hope 
Street.  In  1933  the  new  headmaster,  Mr. 
Myles  A.  Ellison,  purchased  a  private  resi- 
dence at  1232  Riverdale  Avenue  S.W., 
which  became  the  school's  location  until 
its  amalgamation  with  TGS.  In  1940  Mr. 
Alfred  M.  Howard  took  over  as  headmas- 
ter. W.A.  Sandy  Heard  became  SSB's 
fourth  headmaster  in  1 967.  SSB  was  named 
after  Donald  Alexander  Smith,  Baron 
Strathcona  of  Mount  Royal  (1820-1914).

Lord  Tweedsmuir 

Lord  Tweedsmuir  was  a  very  well- 
known  author  under  his  real  name, 
John  Buchan.  He  was  born  in  Scotland  in 
1875,  the  son  of  Rev.  John  Buchan.  In 
1927  he  became  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Commons  for  Scottish  Universities, 
and  in  1935,  five  years  before  his  death, 
he  became  Governor  General  of  Canada, 
the  same  year  he  was  made  Baron 
Tweedsmuir. 

Tweedsmuir  Girls  School  was  opened 
in  1954  and  was  a  resurrection  of  St. 
Hilda's,  a  girls'  school  that  had  closed 
some  years  earlier.  The  founders  of  the 
school  picked  the  name  Tweedsmuir  be- 
cause John  Buchan  was  a  thinker  and  a 
writer.  He  worked  hard  at  what  he  did 
and  was  very  intelligent.  This  was  a  suit- 
able name  because  he  was  a  perfect  role 
model  for  the  girls  that  would  be  taught 
at  the  school.  There  is  further  signifi- 
cance to  his  name  because  of  the  house 
Buchan,  part  of  our  school  athletic  pro- 
gram. 
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The  School  Crest

he  School  crest  is  a  composite  of  the 
crests  of  our  predecessor  schools:  St. 
1  [ilda's,  Tweedsmuir  and  Strathcona. 
The  two"S"s  in  the  centre  come  from  the 
simple  blue  and  white  crest  of  SSB,  the 
large  "T"  between  them  from  TGS,  and 
the  shield  and  ribbon  from  St.  Hilda's. 
On  the  ribbon  beneath  the  shield  is  the 
TGS  motto,  Nil  Nisi  Optimum  (Nothing 
But  the  Best).

t  Strathcona-Tweeds 
muir  School  wo  pride 
ourselves  on  our  reputation 
as  an  outstanding  educa- 
tional institution.  We  func- 
tion as  a  tightly  knit  family 
who  stand  bv  one  another 
with  friendship  and  come 
together  in  times  of  hardship. 
We  respect  one  another.  The 
bases  ol  our  strong  School 
spirit  are  traditions  that  we 
practise  and  celebrate  year- 
to-year.  Our  long-standing 
traditions  garner  us  respect 
from  the  community  outside 
our  School.  Traditions  are 
the  heart  of  the  culture  and 
spirit  of  the  School. 

Manv  traditions  in  our 
School  came  from  both 
Tweedsmuir:  An  Academic 
School  for  Girls  and  Strath- 
cona  School  for  Boys  and  have 
been  around  longer  than  the 
25  years  of  STS.  The  teaching 
of  French  and  Latin  continue 
today  as  they  were  taught  in 
SSB,  TGS  and  St.  Hilda's.  As 
well,  nomination  of  prefects 
and  the  wearing  school  ties 
continue  as  SSB  and  TGS  tra- 
ditions. 

Some  traditions  have  been 
added  as  the  years  have  gone 
by.  Marty  McKay  Week  has 
been  celebrated  for  the  past 
twelve  years  as  a  memorial 
to  a  brilliant  young  poet  and 
STS  student,  Marty  McKay. 
The  Locke  Short  Story  Con- 
test was  conceived  by  Mrs. 
Locke  and  is  looked  forward 
to  by  students  and  faculty 
annually  in  November.  Other 
time-honored  traditions  of 
the  School  are  the  Elemen- 
tary Christmas  concerts,  the 
bi-yearly  musicals  and  the 
plays.  Different  team  sports 
come  and  go;  hockey,  gym- 
nastics and  badminton  have 
been  replaced  with  basket- 
ball, field  hockey  and  climb- 
ing. But  the  tradition  of  the 
School — participation  in 
team  sports — continues. 

New  traditions  such  as 
Spanish,  the  Band  program 


and  the  Literary  Magazine 
enrich  the  culture  of  our 
S(  hool.  Each  year  new  and 
exciting  ideas  from  students 
and  faculty  could  bedestined 
to  become  new  School  tradi- 
tions if  they  survive  the  test 
ot  time.  St.  Patrick's  Day  is 
forever  changed  for  the  Jun- 
ior High  because  of  the  now 
annualSt.  Pat's  festivities,  in- 
cluding "Tape  the  Lepre- 
chaun to  the  Wall".  Little 
creative  events  that  seem  odd 
a  t  the  time  f ind  their  way  into 
our  history  as  traditions. 

Outsiders  to  the  School  get 
an  impression  of  STS  through 
our  traditions.  The  first  thing 
people  notice  about  the 
School  is  the  uniform.  It  sets 
the  ongoing  and  traditional 
standard  for  appearance  and 
attitude  of  our  students.  The 
building  and  furnishings  re- 
flect the  constant  mainte- 
nance and  upgrading  to  reach 
the  goal  set  by  the  school 
motto,  Nil  Nisi  Optimum.  The 
aggressive  academic  and 
sports  curricula  embody  a 
tradition  of  excellence.  Cer- 
emonial traditions  such  as  full 
School  assemblies,  Prizegiv- 
ing  and  the  Athletic  Awards 
Banquet  add  to  the  atmos- 
phere encountered  by  friends 
and  visitors  when  they  visit 
the  School. 

Traditions  are  the  heart  of 
the  culture  of  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School.  They 
are  the  dates  on  the  calendar 
that  students  look  forward  to 
and  that  Alumni  remember. 
They  are  the  memories  stu- 
dents and  alumni  remember 
best  and  the  things  that  are 
recorded  by  the  School  year- 
book and  newspapers.

The  beautiful  country  cam- 
pus  that  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School  enjoys 
was  nothing  more  than  farm- 
ers' fields  in  the  1960s.  When 
Mr.  J.B.  Cross  generously  do- 
nated the  land,  the  fields  of 
hay  were  transformed  into 
fields  of  dreams.  STS  is  lo- 
cated on  160  acres,  19  kilo- 


metres south  of  the  Calgary 
city  limits.  This  gorgeous  area 
includes  a  small  lake  used  for 
canoeing;  a  trap  and  skeet 
shooting  range;  a  9-hole,  par 
3  golf  course;  a  playground 
area;  and  two  games  fields.  A

SSB  Joins  TGS

lie  fall  of  1971  saw  the 
coming  together  of  two 
private  schools  to  form  a 
stronger  united  institution. 
Tweedsmuir:  An  Academic 
School  for  Girls  and  Strath- 
cona  School  for  Boys  chose  to 
amalgamate  when  the  threat 
of  being  closed  down  due  to 
unsafe  schooling  areas  arose. 
Money  to  build  the  school 


came  from  a  generous  dona- 
tion by  the  Atkinson  family 
and  a  successful  fundraising 
campaign  organized  by  the 
Dover  family. 

Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
has  grown  and  developed 
through  the  twenty-five  years 
since  its  amalgamation.  The 
student  body  has  risen  from 
295  students  in  1971  to  558 
students  in  1995.  The  number 
of  staff  members  has  also 
risen  in  the  past  24  years,  by 
25  people.

n  1°SS  STS  developed  the 
Strategic  De v o  1  o p  m  e n  t 
Plan,  which  was  proposed 
and  formulated  by  the  Board 
of  Governors.  A  principal 
goal  of  the  plan  was  to  de- 
velop the  facilities  and  serv- 
ices of  STS  for  the  benefit  of 
its  community.  Students  and 
parents  were  surveyed  to  es- 
tablish priorities  for  the 
School's  future.  The  foremost 
needs  were  for  more  class- 
rooms and  a  cafeteria.  The 
Board  took  these  ideas  into 
account  and  created  a  two- 
phase  development  plan.  The 
director  of  Development  for 
Phases  I  and  II  was  Mr. 
Gordon  D.  Freight. 

Phase  I  was  the  development 
of  the  Science  Wing  on  the 
south  end  of  the  School.  This 
was  chosen  for  Phase  I  be- 
cause need  for  instructional 
facilities  in  this  area  was  con- 
sidered the  first  priority 
among  School  families.  The 
Science  Wing  was  a  response 
to  curriculum,  technology 
and  facility  needs  of  STS. 

The  facilities  in  the  Science 
Wing  include  several  science 
classrooms  as  well  as  three 
English  classrooms  and  two 
computer  labs.  Offices  for 
teachers  are  also  included  in 
this  wing.  The  science  class- 
rooms share  a  central  labora- 
tory and  a  greenhouse.  An- 
other excellent  feature  in  this 
space  is  the  south-facing  pa- 
tio on  the  second  floor.  Re- 
source rooms  were  also  de- 
veloped and  equipped  with 
commonly  used  supplies, 
computers,  and  small  work- 
ing tables  for  students. 

Construction  of  the  Sci- 
ence Wing  would  have  been 
impossible  without  financial 
support  from  private  dona- 
tions and  community  fund- 
raising  as  well  as  student  en- 
rolment bonds.  A  creative 
fundraising  idea  was  to  sell 
personalized  bricks  that  were 


installed  m  the  form  of  the 
STS  crest  in  the  main  foyer. 

The  wing  was  designed  by 
Si  hool  stall,  parent  commit- 
tees, and  Laird  Polsen  archi- 
tects. CANA  oversaw  con- 
struction. 


Phase  II  included  construc- 
tion of  the  Fine  Arts  Wing  on 
the  north  end  of  the  School. 
The  old  Army  Wing  which 
served  the  School  for  over  20 
years  was  removed  and  now 
several  new  and  important 
facilities  have  taken  its  place. 
The  new  building  will  facili- 
tate development  and  im- 
provement of  the  arts  cur- 
ricula for  all  grade  levels. 

The  main  entrance  leads 
into  a  theatre  which  seats  up 
to  660  people.  The  theatre 
will  have  a  multitude  of  uses 
throughout  the  year  and  will 
provide  a  wonderful  facility 
for  productions  of  musicals 
and  dramas,  as  well  as  dance 
and  band  performances. 
Prizegiving  ceremonies  and 
monthly  assemblies  will  also 
be  held  in  the  theater. 

Another  important  feature 
of  the  wing  is  a  cafeteria, 
which  seats  240  people  and 
provides  a  more  appropriate 
dining  facility  than  was  pre- 
viously available. 

The  Fine  Arts  Wing  also 
includes  new  classroom  fa- 
cilities for  art,  music,  drama 
and  band.  To  supplement 
the  functions  provided  by  the 
old  Army  Wing  there  are  also 
new  locations  for  Volunteers, 
the  uniform  store,  and  ad- 
ministration offices. 

Phase  II  was  made  possi- 
ble through  major  private 
donations  and  a  reasonable 
sum  of  money  left  over  from 
Phase  I.  Fundraising  for  fur- 
nishing and  equipping  the 
building  was  undertaken 
within  the  School  commu- 
nity: families  and  supporters 
purchased  seats  for  the  thea- 
tre and  received  plaques  of 
recognition  on  their  person- 
alized seats. 

The  wing  was  designed 
mainly  by  Cohos  Evamyand 
constructed  by  CANA.

Our  Future

trathcona-Tweedsmuir 

School  has  really  entered 
a  time  of  great  change.  With 
so  many  renovations,  new  fa- 
cilities and  possibly  new 
courses  to  be  offered,  the 
growing  population  of  STS  is 
sure  to  get  a  superb  educa- 
tion. Every  student,  alumnus 
and  staff  member  can  rest  as- 
sured that  these  changes  will 
achieve  our  most  important 
goal:  N/7  nisi  optimum,  noth- 
ing if  not  the  best. 

The  most  notable  of  the 
great  changes  being  made  by 
the  School  are  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  School 
facility.  STS  completed  Phase 
I,  the  Science  Wing,  in  Sep- 
tember 1994.  Phase  II,  the 
Fine  Arts  Wing,  opened  in 
January  1996.  A  new  Out- 
door Education  building  was 
built  from  the  original  porta- 
bles. During  the  Christmas 
holidays,  the  school  reno- 
vated the  weight  room  and 
the  girls'  locker  room.  The 
Rotunda  will  also  be  reno- 
vated but  it  has  not  been  de- 
cided when  that  will  happen. 

The  School  has  started 
pondering  the  idea  that  we 
might  need  another  gym.  The 
growth  of  classes  and  teams 
has  created  a  need  to  make 
the  best  and  most  efficient 
use  of  the  gym  space.  Mrs. 
Rodney's  junior  'B'  players 
can  sometimes  be  seen  prac- 
tising their  ball-handling 
skills  in  the  Atrium.  With 
our  population  increasing  the 
problem  is  becoming  more 
evident,  so  we  may  see  an- 
other gym  in  the  future. 

The  student  population  is 
also  going  to  expand  in  the 
future.  A  fourth  grade  seven 
class  will  be  added  in  1996, 
leading  to  four  classes  of 
grades  seven,  eight  and  nine 
by  1998.  A  fourth  grade  ten 
class  will  be  added  in  1999, 
leading  to  four  classes  of 
grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve 
by  2001 .  The  present  popula- 
tion of  558  students  will  be- 
come approximately  660  by 
the  year  2001.  To  keep  the 


teacher-student  ratio  of  1 :1 1 , 
which  is  one  of  the  School's 
objectives  outlined  in  the 
Strategic  Plan,  we  will  need 
to  add  one  new  teacher  for 
every  new  class.  I  was  told 
by  Mr.  Ditchburn  that  the 
School  will  not  grow  larger 
than  660  students  because 
that  is  the  theatre's  seating 
capacity.  The  student  popu- 
lation is  going  to  change,  we 
can  count  on  that. 

The  School  has  often 
thought  of  offering  extra 
courses  within  the  school  pro- 
gram, but  what  would  they 
offer?  During  the  1993/94 
school  year  the  High  School 
Program  Committee  con- 
ducted a  survey  asking  par- 
ents what  subjects  they  would 
like  to  see  in  the  School  pro- 
gram. Many  parents  want  to 
see  revisions  to  the  existing 
computer  courses.  The  sec- 
ond highest  request  was  for 
an  economics  course  which 
would  teach  more  econom- 
ics than  the  High  School  So- 
cial Studies  curriculum  in- 
cludes. The  third  highest  re- 
quest was  for  Oriental  lan- 
guages. A  survey  of  gradu- 
ates pointed  out  that  the 
courses  they  would  like  are, 
in  order  of  priority:  psychol- 
ogy, economics  and  Japanese. 
Mr.  Ditchburn  says  his  choice 
of  new  courses  would  be 
Russian  and  Chinese.  More 
honours  programs  might  be 
another  option  but  because 
our  curriculum  is  already 
above  Alberta  guidelines, 
more  thought  is  needed  be- 
fore decisions  are  made. 
There  is  no  question,  though, 
that  new  courses  will  some- 
day be  offered. 

Our  School  has  continu- 
ally undergone  change  and 
will  continue  to  change.  A 
changing  community  is  what 
makes  our  School  so  unique. 
With  each  change  comes 
more  opportunities  and  pos- 
sibilities. Whether  our  School 
is  big  or  small,  whether  we 
have  one  gym  or  three, 
whether  we  offer  eight 
courses  or  twenty-five, 
change  will  alwavs  be  a  con- 
stant as  we  will  forever  look 
to  the  future.

When  you  think  of  science 
in  Junior  and  Senior 
High,  vou  may  think  of  the  Sci- 
ence Fair.  However,  we  have 
not  had  many  entries  in  the 
Science  Fair.  What  we  have 
entered  is  very  good,  and  a  few 
special  entries  have  won  gold. 

The  emphasis  is  on  trips. 
Grade  7  Science  Week  is  one 
example.  This  has  been  around 
for  seven  years,  though  its  first 
three  years'  incarnation  was  the 
Young  Scientists' 
Program  at  the  U 
of  C  Kananaskis 
Field  Station,  af- 
ter which  it 
moved  to  STS  as 
a  four-day  pro- 
gram. Each  class 
of  7s  stays  once 
overnight  at  the 
observatory.

TECH 
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Technology 

by  Faisal  Premji 

The  changes  in  technology 
at  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
have  been  great  over  the  years. 
Old  XT's  have  given  way  to 
Pentiums;  report  cards,  once 
written  by  hand,  are  now  com- 
puterized; extra  help  with 
schoolwork,  once  obtained 
solely  through  human  beings, 
is  now  handled  through  the 
array  of  chips  and  wires  that 
we  call  a  computer.  The  times 
have  changed,  and,  for  the 
most  part,  they  have  changed 
for  the  better. 

The  original  technology  at 
the  School  is  considered  obso- 
lete by  today's  standards,  but 
back  then,  it  was  state  of  the 
art.  In  the  early  1980s,  the 
computer  lab  was  a  techno- 
logical marvel,  sporting  brand 
new  XT  computers,  with 
spreadsheet,  word  processing, 
and  other  capabilities.  Tutors 
were  human,  and  report  cards 
were  meticulously  hand-writ- 
ten. Photographs  were  not  de- 
veloped on  site  but  taken  else- 
where. That  era  was  a  blissful 
time,  but  it  was  soon  to  change. 

The  development  of  tech- 
nology from  the  early  stages 
to  the  present  day  has  been  a 
long  journey.  Little  by  little, 
students  and  teachers  adapted 
to  new,  automated  ways  of 
doing  things,  and  life  as  we 
know  it  has  supposedly  be- 
come much  easier.  Over  the 
years,  many  students  and  fac- 
ulty have  taken  to  using  com- 
puters  for  everyday  as-

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kananaskis  and  learned 
about  the  winter  adapta- 
tions of  various  animals.  In 
the  former,  students  went 
to  a  fish  hatchery  to  see  how 
fish  arc  raised  until  they  are 
released  into  the  wild,  and 
they  tested  water  quality  at 
the  Bow  River. 

T  he  grade  1 1  pond  study 
has  been  here  for  four  years; 
students  take  samples  of  the 
pond  at  different  times  in 
the  vear,  testing  life,  tem- 
perature, and  chemicals.  It 
helps  them  keep  in  touch 
with,  our  pond  next  door. 

From  hours  of  hard  work 
at  the  School  in  science 
classes,  tremendous  brain- 
storming, and  careful  la- 
bour, the  grade  fives  and 
sixes  produce  projects  for 
Science  Fair.  The  teachings 
of  Mrs.  Perkins,  Mrs. 
Duncan-Moore,  Mrs.  Mac- 
Lean  and,  earlier,  Mr. 
Bauman  and  Miss  Wiggins 
have  positively  influenced 
student  performance. 

The  grade  that  has  had 
mandatory  participation  in 
the  Science  Fair  has  varied. 
Usually,  it  is  the  Grade  5s 
that  must  go,  but  sometimes

it  is  all  or  none  of  the  El- 
ementary classes. 

Mr.  Bauman  introduced 
the  students  to  the  Fair,  and 
the  tradition  has  kept  up 
until  today,  though  the 
move  of  the  School  has  been 
more  to  curriculum  projects 
than  to  the  Science  Fair. 

The  procedure  that  par- 
ticipants go  through  has  re- 
mained the  same  in  recent 
years:  before  Christmas, 
stud  en  ts  work  in  the  School; 
after  Christmas,  the  School 
Fair  is  held.  This  year,  it 
was  moved  earlier  because 
of  the  production  of  The 
Wizard  of  Oz. 

Students  display  their 
work  in  the  Atrium  in  De- 
cember. The  judges  at  the 
School  have  been  parents, 
alumni,  U  of  C  students  and 
APPEGA  scientists.  The 
first  two  placements  from 
each  class  go  to  the  city  Sci- 
ence Fair  in  May.  The  School 
has  had  contestants  who 
have  won  gold  and  received 
$500  and  the  A.T.A.  Award, 
a  trophy  that  is  highly  val- 
ued in  Science  Fair. 

Even  though  the  focus  of 
Elementary  science  is  shift- 
ing from  Science  Fair,  it  will 
remain  a  large  part  of  our 
science  education  at  STS.

signments,  making  work 
look  neater  and  more  con- 
cise. More  exams  are  being 
computerized,  with  scan- 
ners to  read  students'  mul- 
tiple choice  answer  sheets, 
making  for  easier  marking. 
Photos  taken  on  campus  are 
developed  on  site,  reduc- 
ing cost  and  "personaliz- 
ing" the  photos.  Report 
cards  are  printed  on  the 
computer,  causing  much 
relief  for  teachers  with  ter- 
rible handwriting!  Overall, 
the  technological  changes 
have  benefited  all  school 
members. 

To  describe  the  technol- 
ogy in  the  school  today  as 
"state  of  the  art"  would  be  a 
serious  understatement. 
With  advanced  486  and 
Pentium  computers  (num- 
bering almost  50,  and  lo- 
cated in  three  labs),  ad- 
vanced operating  systems 
like  Windows  NT,  a  mar- 
vellous network  using 
Novell  NetWare  4.11,  vari- 
ous printers,  and  e-mail,  stu- 
dents today  have  the  best  of 
opportunities  to  enrich 


their  learning  experiences. 
Science  and  math  programs, 
which  work  you  through 
concepts  step-by-step,  rein- 
force material  covered  in 
class.

The  Music  program  today 
is  one  of  the  finest,  most 
established  programs  atS.T.S.

So  for  students 
who  enjoy  music,  Mr.  Prost 
teaches  a  Music/Drama 
class.  They  can  also  join  in 
other  musical  activities  such 
as  Senior  choir  and  School 
musicals. 

Grade  Tens,  though, 
have  a  wonderful  theatre 
course  which  includes  show 
tunes  and  dance. 

Grades  2,  4,  5  and  6  take 
full-time  music,  but  when 
students  get  into  Junior 
High  they  take  Music  for 
one  term  and  Art  and 
Drama  the  other  two  terms.

Band

The  Band  program  is  an 
astounding  program 
that  started  in  1990.  Mrs. 
Colborne  was  the  first  to 
suggest  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors that  STS  students 
should  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  join  in  a  Band  class. 

She,  along  with  many 
others,  believed  it  was  im- 
portant because  students 
would  learn  how  to  cooper- 
ate with  others  in  a  group. 
Band  would  also  provide  a 
positive  outlet  for  energy, 
and  children  would  learn 
to  perform  in  front  of  audi- 
ences. Band  teaches  aca- 
demic discipline  as  well;  in 
fact,  a  recent  magazine  arti- 
cle revealed  that  musician- 
ship uses  more  of  the  brain 
than  any  other  activity. 

So  with  the  support  of 
parents,  students,  staff 
members  and  the  Miracle 
Makers,  Mr.  Hendricks  was 
hired  in  1990  to  run  our 
newly  acquired  Band  Pro- 
gram. 

The  Miracle  Makers  were 
the  initial  financers  of  the 
STS  Band  program,  and 
they  have  continued  to  sup- 
ply instruments  needed  in 
Band. 

Since  its  inception  the 
Band  program  has  devel- 
oped considerably.  Al- 
though the  size  of  the  pro- 
gram has  remained  fairly 
consistent,  the  quality  of 
playing  and  the  difficulty 
of  pieces  have  increased 
substantially. 

Students  involved  in 
Band  also  receive  the  chance 


to  participate  in  various 
Band  activities  including 
the  annual  Band  Camp.  Stu- 
dents participate  in  festivals 
as  well,  such  as  the  High 
River  Festival,  the  South- 
ern Alberta  Concert  and  the 
Fall  Festival  in  Red  Deer. 

Band  students  are  not  on 
a  rotational  basis  with  Art, 
Music  and  Drama;  students 
take  Band  throughout  the 
year.  In  Band  students  work 
on  various  skills  such  as 
muscle  coordination,  sound 
balancing,  working  to- 
gether, musical  interpreta- 
tion, listening  and  memory 
work.  Currently  there  are 
three  School  band  includ- 
ing the  Concert.  Band,  the 
Little  Big  Band,  and  the 
Grade  Six  Band. 

The  new  Fine  Arts  Wing 
will  no  doubt  open  new 
doors  for  the  program.  Mr. 
Hendricks  believes  that 
they  may  be  able  to  start 
recording  their  music  for 
their  own  vise.  He  also  be- 
lieves that  because  the  new- 
Fine  Arts  Wing  means  more 
area  for  the  Band  class,  they 
will  be  able  to  perform  for 
and  with  other  schools  .  It 
will  also  be  easier  to  per- 
form, the  acoustics  will  be 
better  and  the  performances 
will  improve  significantly. 

Although  the  Band  Pro- 
gram is  only  a  recent  addi- 
tion to  our  Fine  Arts  de- 
partment, it  is  giving  stu- 
dents a  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  new  skills 
and  knowledge.

In  1986  STS  hired  Mr. 
Prost,  the  first  Drama  spe- 
cialist ever  hired  in  the 
School's  history.  As  soon 
as  Mr.  Prost  arrived,  talent 
nights  departed.  He  led  the 
School  to  a  whole  new 
school  of  thought:  Drama 
productions!  In  our  first 
productions,!^  Crucible,  A 
Doll's  House  and  Arsenic  and 
Old  Lace,  the  School  was  as- 
tonished at  our  students' 
talent.  Although  dramas 
were  new  to  the  school,  the 
students  were  immediately 
accepting  of  this  new  alter- 
native. There  were  no  prob- 
lems finding  stars  or  find- 
ing technical  people.  As  the 
School  stood  by  and 
proudly  watched  the  Drama 
department  grow  and  flour- 
ish as  a  gardener  does  his 
rose,  many  developments 
continued. 


The  next  need  was  a  place 
to  perform  these  productions. 
The  School  tried  the  atrium 
but  it  is  cramped  and  does  not 
have  very  good  acoustics.  The 
School  decided  to  change  the 
venue  for  our  productions.  The 
Library  Theatre,  Lord 
Beaverbrook  high  school  and 
eventually  the  University 
Theatre  were  all  tried,  but  they 
either  did  not  fit  our  needs 
exactly  or  were  too  expensive. 
STS  then  decided  that  it  would 
be  best  to  build  our  own  thea- 
tre! 

The  theatre  has  been 
modeled  much  as  the  School 
has,  says  Mr.  Prost.  We  do  not 
need  to  focus  on  special  effects 
but  on  the  individual  and  this 
is  how  Mr.  Prost  has  designed 
the  theatre.  Our  latest  produc- 
tion, The  Wizard  ofOz,  was  the 
best  yet  in  the  best  facility  yet. 
Mr.  Prost  says,  "There  may  be 
bigger  theatres  but  there  are 
no  better  ones." 

So  now  that  our  drama  de- 


partment is  mature  and  the 
theatre  built,  what  has  al- 
lowed our  program  to 
achieve  such  spiralling 
heights  ?  Mr.  Prost  claims  it 
is  because  "We  never  make 
assumptions  about  what 
students  cannot  do.  We  let 
students  contribute  and 
take  creative  licence  along 
with  some  of  the  responsi- 
bility and  they  have  shaped 
the  program."  From  the  be- 
ginnings with  Mrs.  Stewart, 
Mrs.  Fitzgibbon  and  Mrs. 
Colborne,  from  the  talent 
nights  and  musicals  to  our 
fantastic  well-developed 
program,  our  own  theatre 
and  Mr.  Prost,  our  School 
has  indeed  created  one  of 
the  finest  drama  facilities  in 
North  America.  S.T.S.  will 
no  doubt  continue  to  de- 
velop this  unique  depart- 
ment and  always  apply  our 
school  motto:  N/7  Nisi  Opti- 
mum, nothing  but  the  best!

Speech  Day

Speech  Day  goes  back  to  the 
beginning  of  Strathcona 
School  for  Boys  (1929)  and  was 
carried  on  when  SSB  and 
Tweedsmuir:  An  Academic 
School  for 
Girls  were 
amalgamated 
in  1971. 
Speech  Day 
was  a  very 
significant 
event  at 
Strathcona 
School  for 
Boys.  It  used 
to  be  held  out- 
side during 
the  evening 
and  included 
much  more 
community 
involvement 
than  it  does 
today.  Judg- 
ing was  done  primarily  by  par- 
ents, and  all  students  partici- 
pated. The  categories  were 
very  limited:  only  persuasive 
and  impromptu  speeches  were 
performed.  Other  categories 
such  as  solo  acting  and  inter-

Contest

The  Locke  Creative  Writing  Contest  is 
the  School's  oldest  contest.  It  was 
founded  in  1972  by  Mrs.  Ralpine  Locke,  a 
governor  on  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Mrs.  Locke  felt  that  students  should  be 
able  to  express  themselves  creatively  with 
recognition.  There  are  two  categories  to 
the  Senior  High  contest:  a  short  story 
contest,  which  is  held  in  November,  and 
a  poetry  contest,  which  is  held  in  May. 

The  stories  and  poems  are  judged  in 
the  same  manner  by  a  judging  panel  con- 
sisting of  a  parent  volunteer,  the  English 
department  head  and  an  author  friend  of 
Mrs.  Locke.  The  judges  look  for  stories 
that  are  well-written,  plausible,  original 
and  well-organized. 

The  prize  is  fifty  dollars  for  the  winner 
in  each  category,  which  Mrs.  Locke  do- 
nates every  year.  Honourable  Mentions 
are  given  to  deserving  stories.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  contest  has  given  us  many 
pieces  of  fine  literature  to  enjoy.

The  Senior  High  Essay 
Contest  was  founded  in 
1977  by  Mrs.  N.  Gammell,  a 
very  active  parent  volun- 
teer who  felt  that  students 
should  be  able  to  write  non- 
fiction  literature  and  recei  ve 
recognition. 

The  topics  for  the  essays 
a  re  chosen  by  Mrs.  Gammell 
and  Mr.  Ditchburn.  The 
original  topic  was  based  on 
the  speech  made  by  Albert 
Camus  in  the  Nobel  Prize 
lecture  of  1957  and  asked 
whether  his  statements 
were  valid  in  1977.  Since 
then  we  have  had  many  dif- 
ferent topics,  ranging  from 
abortion,  to  humour,  to  free- 
dom, to  capi  tal  punishment, 
to  control. 

Originally  essays  were 
taken  from  the  ones  senior 
■  high  students  wrote  in  class 
and  they  were  judged.  Soon 
after  the  contest  was  started, 
though,  Mr.  Ditchburn  and 
Mrs.  Gammell  started  com- 
ing up  with  ideas  for  the 
topics. 

Essays  must  be  double- 
spaced,  include  a  bibliogra- 
phy and  be  around  1500 
words.  A  good  essay  stays 
on  topic,  is  well-written  and 
thought  ou  t,  and  is  well  or- 
ganized. The  prize  is  fifty 
dollars  for  the  winner. 

This  contest  has  been  a 
wonderful  addition  to  our 
school. 


David  Lanier  Photo  Contest 

The  David  Lanier  Photo 
Contest  was  founded  two 
yearsago,  in  memory  of  David 
Lanier.  David  was  a  gifted 
photographer  who  graduated 
in  1986.  His  love  for  photogra- 
phy took  him  to  the  Halifax 
College  of  Art  where  he  con- 
tinued his  studies  in  the  art  of 
photography.  Sadly,  he  and  his 
fiancee  died  instantly  when  a 
semi-trailer  swerved  into  their 
lane  and  hit  their  car  while 
they  were  driving  home  for 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

In  his  memory  his  parents 
wanted  to  donate  a  piece  of 
photographic  equipment  to  the 
school.  Mr.  Ditchburn,  how- 
ever, felt  that  a  contest  in  his 
honour  we  would  be  a  better 
way  of  remembering  this 
gifted  student.

The  Agencies  program  is 
an  interesting  part  of  the 
Grade  Eleven  Social  Stud- 
ies course.  Started  in  1972 
by  Mr.  Hay,  the  program 
gives  Grade  Eleven  stu- 
dents a  chance  to  work  with 
special  needs  groups.  In 


the  program,  students  are 
paired  up  with  special  needs 
people,  such  as  the  disabled  or 
those  with  multiple  sclerosis. 
Those  groups  include  the  Fa- 
ther Lacombe  Nursing  Home 
and  the  Emily  Follensbee  Cen- 
tre for  children  with  cerebral 
palsy.  Once  a  week  over  a  six 
month  period  students  care  for 
people  with  such  disabilities. 
They  learn  what  is  required  to 


care  for  such  persons  and 
then  help  them  with  their 
daily  activities. 

The  program  helps  build 
social  interaction  skills  and 
patience,  and  it  enables  stu- 
dents to  gain  references  for 
their  resumes.  The  students 
whom  I  contacted  about  the 
Agencies  program  feltposi- 
tive  about  the  experience.

Foreign  Languages

'  I  'he  foreign  language  pro 
X  gram  at  STS  precedes  the 
School's  opening  in  1971.  The 
foreign  language  program  at 
that  time  consisted  of  Latin  and 
French,  which  were  both 
taught  at  Strathcona  School  for 
Boys,  St.  Hilda's  School  For 
Girls  and  Tweedsmuir:  An 
Academic  School  For  Girls. 

Latin 

Latin  is  a  mandatory  com- 
ponent of  the  Grade  Nine  cur- 
riculum. The  Latin  teachers 
now  are  Mr.  Taylor,  Mrs. 
Owens  and  Mr.  Schmit. 

The  acquired  skills  of  Latin 
go  far  beyond  the  satisfaction 
of  learning  another  language. 
The  benefits  are  tremendous, 
including  improvement  of 
English  grammar,  spelling  and 
vocabulary.  Furthermore, 
Latin  is  the  root  language  of 
French,  English,  Spanish  and 
Italian.  Learning  Latin  be- 
comes a  stepping  stone  for 
learning  those  languages. 

Thirty  years  ago,  Latin  was 
taught  in  most  schools  across 
Canada.  Unfortunately,  its 
practice  declined  until  more 
recently,  when  many  schools 
have  brought  the  language

SIS  has  taught  Latin  from 
the  beginning  and  will  un- 
doubtedly continue  to  do 
so  because  of  the  numerous 
benefits. 

French 

French  is  mandatory  for 
Grades  1-9  and  optional  for 
Senior  High  students.  The 
Elementary  French  teachers 
are  Mme.  Sundstrom  and 
Mme.  Goldsworthy.  The 
Junior  High  French  teach- 
ers are  Mile.  Lemieux,  M. 
Freight,  Mme.  Bustillo  and 
Mme.  Goldsworthy.  The 
Senior  High  French  teach- 
ers are  M.  Tottenham  and 
Mile.  Lemieux. 

Clearly,  French  is  an  im- 
portant language  in  the 
world  today,  especially  in  a 
bilingual  country  such  as 
ours.  In  learning  French, 
there  is  an  inherent  tend- 
ency to  learn  about  the  cul- 
ture and  lifestyle  associated 
with  the  language.  Learn- 
ing about  French  culture 
and  language  helps  us  to 
better  understand  our  coun- 
try. 

STS  recognizes  this  and 
opens  French  up  to  all  stu- 
dents. Students  can  bolster 
their  French  opportunities 
by  participating  in  the  an- 
nual Quebec  trip,  open  to 
Junior  High  students.  This 
year,  Mme.  Goldsworthy, 
Mme.  Bustillo  and  Mr. 
Ditchburn  led  a  group  of 
thirty -nine  students  to  Mon- 
treal and  Quebec  City  for 
seven  days  filled  with  fun 
and  adventure.  The  trip  ran 
from  May  13Hl-20,h-,  1996. 


Spanish 

As  STS  increased  enrol- 
ment, there  were  requests 
for  another  foreign  lan- 
guage. Spanish  was  added 
to  the  foreign  language  pro- 
gram in  1990.  Spanish  is  an 
optional  subject  for  grades 
10, 11  and  12.  Our  Spanish 
teacher  is  Senora  Bustillo. 

The  significance  of  learn- 
ing Spanish  has  recently  be- 
come more  important  than 
ever  to  Canadians  because 
of  the  N.A.F.T.A.  agree- 
ment. N.A.F.T.A.  opens  the 
Mexican  market  to  Canadi- 
ans and  vice  versa.  When 
dealing  with  another  cul- 
ture, it  is  very  useful,  some- 
times essential,  to  have  ac- 
quired some  basic  skills  of 
their  language. 

The  foreign  language 
program  at  STS  is  continu- 
ally expanding  with  every 
student  that  enters  the  class- 
room. These  students  are 
carrying  on  the  legacy  of  a 
well-established  program 
by  continuing  to  persevere 
and  learn  every  day. 

The  program  itself  is  in- 
creasing substantially  with 
the  recent  addition  of  Span- 
ish and  talk  about  imple- 
menting Russian  and  Chi- 
nese in  the  future. 

The  lifetime  ramifica- 
tions of  learning  a  foreign 
language  are  immeasur- 
able. It  opens  our  minds  to 
new  ways  of  thinking  and 
to  other  cultures  that  are 
waiting  to  be  explored.  It  is 
clear  that  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School  is  do- 
ing its  part  to  make  sure  its 
students  are  worldly  and 
knowledgeable,  enabling 
them  to  become  contribut- 
ing members  of  a  demand- 
ing and  advancing  society.

The  Tattler,  the  Standard, 
the  Fanatic,  Mandatum, 
Revista,  Kaibeau. 

In  1981  a  newspaper  was 
started;  the  title:  the  Tattler. 
Since  then  we  have  seen 
many  other  newspapers  in- 
cluding the  Standard  (1982), 
the  Fanatic  (1985),  Mandat- 
um (1990).,  Revista  ( 1993),  and 
the  current  newspaper, 
Kaibeau  (1995).  Thanks  to 
organized  people  with  great 
ideas,  like  Amy  Martin  (Tat- 
tler), Murray  Whyte  and

Mandatum 
set  the  course  for  the  next 
five  years,  with  its  audacious 
cover  pages  and  back  covers 
and  with  its  informal  compo- 
sitions. Mandatum's  numer- 
ous intricate  graphics  sur- 
rounding the  articles  made  it 
fun  to  read.  x 

Even  though  the  times 
have  changed,  the  articles  in 
the  papers  have  not.  You  can 
take  a  look  through  the  pa- 
pers and  although  you  feel  as 
if  yoU  have  entered  another 
time,  you  can  still  find  the 
ever-popular  topics  includ- 
ing teacher  of  the  month, 
comics,  horoscopes,  arid  of 
course  the  gossip  section.

Yearbook:  Paidia

Paidia.  This  word  is  so 
familiar  to  all  of  us  yet  so 
little  is  known  about  it  and 
what  it  signifies. 

When  Tweedsmuir  Girls 
School  joined  Strathcona 
School  for  Boys  in  1971,  the 
staff  agreed  that  there  should 
be  a  new  yearbook.  A  con- 
test was  held  to  determine 
the  new  name  of  the  year- 
book. Mr.  Schmit's  entry  — 
Paidia  —  was  selected.  The 
word  Paidia  is  the  Spartan 
word  for  education.  Since 
Strathcona's  sports  teams  are 
named  Spartans  the  Board  of 
Directors  thought  that  Paidia 
would  be  a  fitting  name. 

Since  the  beginning  of 
Paidia  in  1971  many  different 
groups  of  students  and  advi- 
sors have  been  involved  with 
the  yearbook.  Mr.  Ditchburn 
and  his  grade  11  English  class 
startedPfl/rf/fl  on  its  long-term 
success.  Following  Mr.  Ditch- 
burn  many  other  teachers  car- 
ried  on  the  tradition  of  pro- 


ducing excellent  yearbooks: 
Mr.  Schmit,  Mile  Lemieux, 
Mr.  Taylor  and,  currently, 
Mr.  Lund. 

As  the  School  has  grown, 
so  has  the  yearbook.  Over 
the  years  many  parts  of 
Paidia  have  gone  through 
positive  developments,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  be- 
ing the  covers  —  from  the 
1971  blue  and  green  paper- 
back to  this  year's  25th  anni- 
versary cover.  Many  other 
changes  have  occurred  over 
the  years,  including  the 
Grade  12  pages,  introduced 
in  1985,  and  of  course  the 
switch  from  hand-drawn 
layouts  to  desktop  publish- 
ing in  1994.  Why  is  this 
such  a  big  development  in 
Paidia  history?  Desktop 
publishing  has  improved 
the  appearance  of  the  year- 
book, it  has  encouraged  stu  - 
dents  to  get  involved  and  it 
is  a  more  efficient  way  of 
working  on  the  yearbook. 

Goals  for  the  near  future? 
Mr.  Lund  wishes  to  introduce 
digital  image  manipulation.

Students'  Council  has 
been  in  effect  since  the 
early  years  of  the  School. 
The  School  wanted  a  stu- 
dent government  with  the 
aid  of  a  .  staff  supervisor. 
This  is  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  participate  in  de- 
cision making,  leadership, 
and  planning  for  school  ac- 
tivities. 

The  Council  in  Grades 
7-12  is  made  up  of  elected 
members  and  has  represen- 
tation from  each  class. 

As  the  School  has  become 
larger,  the  scope  has  been 
expanded  and  groups  such 
as  the  prefects,  senators  and 
Elementary  councils  were 
initiated  to  provide  more 


services  to  the  students. 
These  groups  have  become 
very  specialized  in  the  past 
few  years  to  meet  special 
needs  of  targeted  groups. 
The  roles  have  changed  also 
because  of  the  high  degree 
of  leadership  in  the  School. 

The  Students'  Council 
provides  communication 
between  the  students,  over- 
sees social  functions  and 
activi  ties,  and  plans  special 
events.  Most  importantly, 
the  Students'  Council  raises 
money  (from  things  like  the 
pop  machine)  for  the  School 
population.  Charities,  Ker- 
by  Centre  gatherings  and 
student  activities  have  been 
made  possible  as  a  result  of 
Students'  Council  funds.

Prefects  started  in 
1°S."-S4  and  were  a 
part  of  the  platform  for 
the  Students'  Council, 
whose  intent  was  to  give 
more  students  the  oppor- 
tunity to  experience  re- 
sponsibility and  leader- 
ship, resulting  in  a  higher 
status  of  leaders.  The  Stu- 
dents' Council  elected 
councillors  and  then  ne- 
gotiated with  the  Head 
for  the  student  leader- 
ship positions. 

In  the  beginning  there 
were  only  a  few  prefects. 
We  now  have  between 
ten  and  twelve  prefects. 

The  process  used  for 
selecting  students  for 
these  roles  has  changed. 
Originally,  they  were 
chosen  by  their  peers 
with  the  help  of  faculty. 
The  process  has  now 
changed  to  an  applica- 
tion format.  Final  selec- 


tion is  made  by  members 
of  the  faculty  and  Mr. 
Ditchburn. 

The  system  changed 
because  it  was  perceived 
to  exclude  students  who 
may  have  been  better 
qualified.  Becoming  a 
prefect  is  very  important 
to  students  and  the  proc- 
ess caused  many  disap- 
pointments to  those  not 
chosen. 

In  1994-95,  STS  had 
twenty-seven  outstand- 
ing prefects  who  were 
categorised  under  three 
titles:  Traditional  pre- 
fects, Social  prefects  and 
Sport  prefects. 

Prefects  provide  stu- 
dent leadership,  organ- 
ize school  activities  and 
special  events,  represent 
the  School  at  numerous 
functions  and  accom- 
pany the  Head  at  official 
gatherings.

The  purpose  of  Elemen 
tary  Councils  is  to  let 
students  experience  roles  of 
leadership  and  responsibil- 
ity. In  the  late  1980s,  the 
Elementary  teachers  gave 
ten  Grade  Six  students  a 
chance  to  become  House 
Leaders,  running  assem- 
blies and  special  events  with 
the  aid  of  teacher  supervi- 
sion.  Students  were  chosen 
for  their  leadership  quali- 
ties. 

In  1990,  the  teachers 
found  that  many  Grade  Six 
students  possessed  a  vari- 
ety of  leadership  skills  and 
therefore  changed  the  sys- 
tem to  allow  for  and  to  take 
advantage  of  diversity  in  the 
group.

The  Intramural  Council 
for  the  Elementary 
started  in  1990 because  there 
were  only  six  House  Lead- 
ers and  the  Elementary  fac- 
ulty felt  that  more  students 
should  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  in  lead- 
ership programs.  All  stu- 
dents can  apply  through 
written  applications  fol- 
lowed by  interviews. 
Former  I.C.E.  members  in 
Grade  Seven  do  the  inter- 
viewing and  select  those 
whom  they  feel  are  best 
suited  to  support  this  criti- 
cal role.

ment. 

Today,  the  four  groups 
remain  the  same  as  origi- 
nally designed.  The  teach- 
ers, acting  as  mentors,  en- 
courage students  to  be  crea- 
tive, innovative  and  respon- 
sible for  Elementary  activi- 
ties. 

The  four  groups  are  Fun 
and  Fitness,  Special  Events, 
Public  Relations  and  I.C.E. 
(Intramural  Council  for  the 
Elementary).  Each  group 
runs  events  appropriate  to 
the  group  name.  The  func- 
tions of  the  groups  may 
overlap;  therefore,  group 
collaboration  and  cross- 
functional  team  manage- 
ment are  required. 


are  given  equal  opportunity 
to  participate.  These  select 
few  organize  and  run 
intramurals  during  the 
week.  Each  week,  I.C.E. 
members  meet  and  discuss 
activities  they  need  to  pre- 
pare for.  As  there  are  only 
eight  students,  decisions  are 
made  quickly  and  numer- 
ous ideas  are  generated. 

Today,  I.C.E.  encourages 
the  younger  grades  to  ref- 
eree a  variety  of  games  so 
more  students  can  play- 
leadership  roles  in  the  El- 
ementary. In  addition  to 
gym  activities,  I.C.E.  is  ac- 
tive in  special  days  such  as 
"Crazy  Hat  Day"  and 
"Friendly  Fridays".

The  Riding  Program  at 
STS  has  been  running  for  15 
years,  since  the  spring  of  1980,  and 
has  always  been  very  popular.  The 
program  has  always  attracted  more 
students  than  it  can  handle,  even  in 
its  first  year.  There  are  two  8-week 
sessions  with  ten  students  each. 
Over  the  last  fifteen  years  the  pro- 
gram has  included  over  300  riders. 

Mrs.  Aime  Thompson  instructs 
the  program  with  one  other  teacher. 
Over  the  years,  Mr.  Lund,  Mr. 
Colborne,  Mr.  Lorfing,  Mrs.  Rodney, 
Miss  Samson,  and  Mrs.  Sveen  have 
participated  in  the  riding  program. 

The  program  is  conducted  at 
Cameron  Coulee  Ranch,  fifteen 
miles  south  of  STS,  with  trail  rides 
going  of  f  into  the  surround  ing  coun- 
try. Most  of  the  students  are  from 
grades  3-8,  with  the  occasional  stu- 
dent from  other  grades. 

At  the  end  of  each  session,  there 
is  a  gymkhana  including  games  and 
races  on  horseback. 

Several  of  the  horses  have  been 
giving  riding  lessons  to  STS  stu- 
dents for  all  fifteen  years:  Count, 
Baron,  Barbay,  and  Tasha.  Fifteen 
years  of  solid  service! 


Debating  Team 

The  roots  of  the  STS  De- 
bating Team  reside  in  a  program 
conducted  by  Strathcona  School  for 
Boys.  When  SSB  united  with  TGS,  the 
tradition  of  debating  continued. 
Through  the  years,  the  club  has  in- 
cluded many  teachers  and  even  more 
students.  Some  of  the  teachers  in- 
clude Mr.  Ditchburn,  Mr.  Schmit,  Mr. 
Blais,  Mr.  Taylor  and  Ms  Bustillo. 

The  club  has  grown  steadily 
through  its  history,  presently  encom- 
passing 12  senior  high  students  and 
6-12  junior  high  students.  The  STS 
debating  organization  was  provin- 
cially  renowned  in  1972  when  the 
school  hosted  the  Alberta  Provincial 
Debating  Championships.  For  the  last 
four  years,  STS  has  hosted  the  annual 
Beattie  Debate. 

The  senior  high  students  partici- 
pating in'  the  debate  club  meet  once  a 
week  and  participate  in  5-6  major 
tournaments  yearly.  The  junior  high 
students  compete  in  3-4  tournaments 
and  use  a  much  more  structured  re- 
search-preparation layout  than  the 
seniors. 

Many  STS  debaters  have  and  will 
continue  to  go  on  to  important  posi- 
tions in  our  society.  Debating  involves 
all  6  strands  of  language:  reading, 
writing,  listening,  viewing,  speaking 
and  performing,  as  well  as  critical 
thinking  in  limited  time  scenarios. 


Climbing  Club 

The  Climbing  Club  was 
started  in  the  1988-89  school  year 
by  two  young  and  enterprising  teach- 
ers with  the  support  of  the  headmas- 
ter, Mr.  Ditchburn.  Glenn  Zederayko 
and  James  Preston  sold  texas  dough- 
nuts to  buy  enough  holds  and  har- 
nesses to  outfit  a  nine-person  climb- 
ing organization.  The  club  used  the 
wall  in  the  old  gymnasium  to  encour- 
age their  abilities,  while  the  club's 
popularity  increased  dramatically. 
During  that  first  year,  the  club  held 
the  first  STS  Climbing  Contest. 

Several  years  later,  while  the  club's 
size  grew,  Mr.  Zederayko  and  Mr. 
Preston  proposed  and  designed  the 
Climbing  Tower.  It  was  constructed 
with  funding  from  the  Miracle  Mak- 
ers and  Renaissance  Energy. 

In  1993,  the  club  held  the  Cana- 
dian Youth  National  Climbing  Com- 
petition. 

Today,  the  club  is  composed  of 
approximately  50  members.  Two  out- 
of-school  trips  are  taken  annually, 
one  to  Smith  Rocks  in  Oregon  and  the 
other  to  Red  Rock  in  Nevada. 

Both  teachers  feel  that  the  group  is 
very  responsible  and  has  been  lucky 
to  have  had  relatively  few  accidents. 
Mr.  Zederayko  and  Mr.  Preston  look 
forward  to  the  club's  bright  future.

Track  and  field  is  an  im 
portant  part  of  the  Phys. 
Ed.  curriculum  every 
spring.  Along  with  the 
regular  events  -  jumping, 
throwing,  sprints  and  long 
distance  running  -  our 
School  has  special  runs 
called  target  times.  Stu- 
dents in  Grades  4  through  9 
run  1300  metres  about  three 
times  per  week  and  try  to 
improve  their  times. 

Track  and  field  was  first 
introduced  to  STS  in  the 
'70s.  At  that  time  the 
coaches  were  Mr.  Kilb,  Mr.

Our  School's  greatest 
competition  in  our  Division 
is  Okotoks  Junior  High. 

Our  School  has  many 
track  athletes  who  deserve 
recognition;  all  of  these  stu- 
dents have  won  medals  in 
Provincials:  Michelle 
Stevens,  400  metre  run;

At  STS,  athletic  teams 
are  key  components  to 
the  School's  unity  and 
pleasurable  atmosphere.

It  has  been 
part  of  the  athletic  program 
at  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
since  the  two  schools 
merged. 

Cross-country  running 
has  not  always  been  a  com- 
petitive sport  here  at  STS, 
but  it  has  always  been  an 
important  one.  Our  School 
did  compete  with  the 
Calgary  Separate  Board 
until  we  were  no  longer  wel- 
come to  compete  with  those 
schools,  and  we  have  now 
been  competing  in  the  Foot- 
hills  Division  for  about 
twelve  years. 

The  sport  has  developed 
quite  a  bit  since  the  start. 


We  have  only  w7on  the  Foot- 
hills Division  once,  in  1986 
or  '87.  Several  rurmers  have 
made  significant  contribu- 
tions to  the  sport;  too  many 
to  name,  in  fact.  Coaches 
who  have  made  contribu- 
tions include  Mrs.  P.  Coyne, 
Mr.  W.  Colborne,  and  Mrs. 
W.  Rodney. 

Cross-country  is  now 
quite  competitive.  It  is  an 
important  sport  because  of 
the  participation  level,  the 
enthusiasm,  and  the  fact 
that  the  runners  work  so 
hard.  Every  year  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  of  our 
top  runners  are  sent  to  com- 
pete at  the  divisional  meet; 
from  there  the  top  12  finish- 
ers move  on  to  compete  in 
the  South  Central  Zones. 


other  schools  stopped  playing 
competitively. 

Badminton  is  still  played  at 
STS  in  Elementary  physical 
education,  but  it  is  no  longer 
played  competitively. 

Gymnastics  also  used  to  be 
a  dominant  sport  at  STS. 
Though  it  too  is  still  practised 
in  physical  education,  it  is  no 
longer  practised  competi- 
tively. Gymnastics  was 
practiced  competitively  at  STS 
following  the  merge  of  SSB  and 
TGS. 

Mrs.  Pigeon  Coyne  coached 
the  gymnastics  teams  until  her 
departure  in  1983.  Aiding  her 
through  her  years  of  enthusi- 
astic coaching  were  Mrs. 
Owens,  Mr.  Thompson,  and 
Mr.  Twa.  Through  these  years 
the  teams  were  very  success- 
ful, with  many  victories  and 
many  contributing  athletes 
and  junior  coaches. 

After  Mrs.Coyne's  depar- 
ture and  Mrs.  Rodney's  arrival 
in  1984,  the  gymnastic  clubs 
became  less  competitive  and 
more  recreational.  Many  girls 
just  went  out  for  the  fun  of 
gymnastics.  The  sport  tapered 


to  a  finish  in  1989. 

The  two  concrete  tennis 
courts  by  the  Elementary 
playground  often  arouse 
the  question,  was  tennis 
ever  played  here  STS?  In 
1976-77  a  tennis  team  w^as 
coached  by  Mrs.  Mitchell.  It 
consisted  of  roughly  13 
players.  There  was  another 
team  in  1983. 

Hockey  is  a  very  popu- 
lar sport  here  in  Canada, 
due  largely  to  the  cool  cli- 
mate. STS  did  its  best  to 
accommodate  the  desire  of 
young  boys  to  play  hockey 
by  providing  a  boys'  hockey 
team  with  Mr.  Bauman  as 
coach.  The  team  competed 
with  schools  in  the  Catholic 
School  Board.  One  young 
hockey  player  who  contrib- 
uted to  the  sport  signifi- 
cantly was  a  young  man 
named  Cole  Bygroves. 

The  hockey  team  finally 
diminished  four  years  later, 
primarily  due  to  the 
weather  of  Alberta.  With  all 
the  Chinooks,  the  outdoor 
skating  rink  kept  mel  ting  in 
the  warm  weather.

Origins  of  the 
OE  Program

When  Mr.  Keller  joined 
STS  in  1972,  no  Out- 
door Education  program 
was  being  offered.  Because 
he  was  an  avid  outdoors- 
man,  students  soon  began 
asking  Mr.  Keller  to  take 
them  along  on  his  trips.  And 
he  agreed. 

In  1975-76  Mr.  Keller  was 
asked  to  teach  a  Grade  11 
PE  class.  According  to  him, 
he  didn't  know  much  about 
teaching  PE,  so  he  decided 
to  teach  an  informal  OE  class 
as  part  of  the  program. 

Then  Mr.  Keller  began  to 
lobby  the  School  Board  to 
introduce  a  formal  course 
to  be  called  the  Outdoor 
Trips  Program  for  Senior 
High.    Students  were  not 


marked  on  these  trips.  They 
were  to  be  purely  extracur- 
ricular. All  Senior  High  stu- 
dents  were  required  to  sign 
up  for  at  least  one  trip  which 
would  gain  them  credits  in 
PE. 

Today  all  students  from 
grades  four  to  ten  are  re- 
quired to  go  on  one  outdoor 
trip.  If  they  like  they  can  go 
on  more.  Students  are 
marked  on  their  trip 
behavior,  accomplishment, 
and  efficiency.  This  mark 
makes  up  part  of  the  PE 
average.  Mr.  Walls  is  now 
responsible  for  the  the  Out- 
door Education  program. 

From  one  teacher  taking 
students  on  outdoor  trips 
for  fun,  the  Outdoor  Educa- 
tion Program  has  grown  to 
become  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing  and  well-re- 
spected outdoor  programs 
in  Alberta.

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Origin  of  the 
OE  25  Class

The  OE  25  class  is  an 
extension  oi  the  OE 
program  developed  by 
Mr.  Keller .  The  class  is  for 
Grade  11  only  and  con- 
sists of  five  major  trips 
along  with  class  time. 
These  trips  include  a  two- 
dav  solo  trip  on  which  stu- 
dents  are  required  to 
spend  two  days  in  isola- 
tion and  survive  on  their 
own.  Other  trips  include 
skiing,  back-packing,  and 
hiking  trips. 

The  OE  25  class  started 
when  senior  high  partici- 
pation in  the  Outdoor  Edu- 
cation Program  began  to 
decrease.  Teachers 
thought  that  it  would  be  a 
good  wav  to  increase  en- 


thusiasm  and  participa- 
tion ol  the  senior  high  in 
the  OE  program. 

As  the  OE  25  class 
gained  popularity,  it  be- 
gan to  increase  in  size.  The 
appeal  of  the  class  and  the 
chance  to  act  as  leaders  for 
the  rest  of  the  School  was 
enticing  and  the  class  grew 
in  size  as  well  as  in  spirit.
